Ha farther found that 
only twenty five per oent of IheFrenoh 
yonth oould write their own names, while 
seventy five per oent of the pnblio school 
youths can both read and write. 

There were 97 Separate Schools in Mani 
toba when abolished, all but forty of these 
have acoepted the pnblio eohoof money and 
adopted tne system. 

The Arohbishop of St. Bonifaoe had 
stated the issue plainly at Ottawa last Sant 
day. This Separate Sohool question, said 
the Archbishop, was not only a religions 
and a political question, but a national one 
as well—the fntnre of the French race is 
involved in the question. Mr. MoCarthy 
said that if Separate Schools were establish¬ 
ed in Manitoba the 10,000 French of the 
Province would soon increase to 40,000 
Look at Quebec. B> Wolfe’e viotory on 
the Plains of Abraham, Quebec was made 
a British Province. But go to Quebec to 
day and English is practically a dead 
language, and the Province is more French 
than France itself. 

With pnblio schools in Manitoba we cau 
make the half breeds there British, but 
leave them to the Hierarchy to educate nnd 
and they will swell and establish a French 
nationality in the province of Manitoba. 

Are we doing a duty to our posterity if 
we bequeath to them this old trouble to 
settle. No ! we should settle now once and 
for all, for this is a question that every 
party matter sinks into absolute insigni- 
iigance before. 

He understood that in Lennox there was 
not a man with the hardihood to defend 
Remedial Legislation. The member fo> 
Lsunox, Mr. Wilson, voted agaiusttbe bill, 
but 1 wish to Heaven he had dons more.

If this Bill 
is passed it will put back the hand on 
the dial for jears in this .oountry. Yon 
can’t interfere with Manitoba without 
causing a rebellion that will injure the rest 
of the Dominion. If the men like Wilson 
who voted against the bill at the last ses¬ 
sion were sincere in their opposition to it 
not only the bill but the Government who 
championed it would haye gone, because 
the 7 liberals who helped to make the 18 
majority for it would have voted a straight 
want of confidence In the government. 

Sorely it would not be such a desperate 
thing if Lanrier would come into power, 
whether he did right or wrong, be couldn’t 
possibly do worse than the present govern¬ 
ment. They had five years of Liberal 
government undrr McKenzie, and although 
('upper has said that during McKenzie's 
time rain and disaster was abroad in the 
land, McKenzie’s governmentwas a fairly 
good one. They came into power daring a 
period of depression. We will have these 
periods of depression, of good and bad 
times, no matter what government or 
polioy is in force Hard times can't be 
retarded. When the G T. K. was building 
times were good ; when the money was 
all spent and the road completed a period 
of depression ensued. So too, when the 
C. P. R. was being constructed and money 
was being spent with a lavish band, times 
were prosperous but when it was finished 
the enevitable hard times came on again. 

It isn’t free tirade or the N P. that makee 
good or hard times. Go to England’, that 
God forsaken free trade country, and we 
find by tbe words of the chanoellor of the 
exchequer that everything is prosperous, 
that this year they had the largest surplus 
that England ever had, that trade is flour¬ 
ishing, exports increasing, and imports 
coming in, for you can't export unless you 
i Hi port. 

Here in Canada we had a falling revenue, 
poverty stalking abroad ia the land, and 
despite our fiscal policy—tbe great N.P.— 
we nad a deficit of six millions—because 
we oouldo't afford to buy. Go to England, 
free trade England, where tbe tariff is not 
changed, and they have an aboundiDg 
revenue and money going begging at ‘2 per 
oent. 

U simply amounts to this if you are a

Like every 
thing else lie claims the credit of being ray 
political god father He Bays be is asham¬ 
ed of being my godfather. He 
can’t bo half as ashamed of it 
I am dishonored by it. Buf Tupper may 


he has often been dubbed the “Great 
Stretcher." He believed that Tupper was 
suffering with what medioal men termed 
senile dementia. It was a form of lunaoy 
that affamed the mind if not the body. 
There was no doubt about the physical 
vigor of the War Horae of Cumberland. 
Tbe way he trampled on the rights of 
parliament demonstrated that. Although 
we are a staid lot in parliament we enjoyed 
these little scenes when the War Horse 
pranced around in his glory. First it was 
AloNeil, of North Bruce, that was read out 
of the party, and then the faithful Dr.

The speaker then rjferred briefly to tbs

For everything they would admit into their 
county free we would admit fr*e into ours. 
Ho was in favor of lowering our tariff with 
tho mother country. Ho said our present 
tariff discriminates against England in 
favor of the Americans Our present tariff 
kept ont English goods, and this was hard 
on our farmers. When they wished to 
ship their products ^o the old land they 
bad to pay the cost oNransportation both 
ways, as on account of oar tariff the ships 
that took our goods to England came back 
empty. He was in favor of two scales of 
duties — maintaining oar present tariff 
against the States till they lower theirs, 
and reducing it to a revenue tariff for 
England. 

The speaker brought his exoellent ad¬ 
dress to a close by calling upon them to 
grant him this little, encouragement in the 
fight he was waging: add one man from 
Lennox, to my party of two, pledged to 
oppose Remedial Legislation, to support 
me io the 8th parliament of Canada, 
(Cheers.) 

Mr. M. C. Bogart, in a neat address, 
moved a resolution that a mass meeting be 
held in the town hall here on Tuesday 
afternoon next for the purpose of forming 
a McCarthy club. It was seconded by Wi 
S. Detlor and unanimously carried. 

Mr. J T Grange, in a catchy address, 
moved a vote of thanks to Mr. McCarthy, 
which was seconded by W. 8.

The farmer has to pay tho 
lion’s share of the $125,000 in order 
that the Australian farmer ono of his 
strongest competitors, may be furnish 
od with cheap agricultural implements 
much cheaper than tho Canadian 
fanner can purchase them at home. 
These bonused ships on their return 
trip from Australia bring back at a 
low rate, cheap Australian mutton, 
meats, butter, wool, tallow, hides, etc, 
which are thrown on our market to 
. the injury of the Canadian farmer. 

The farmors of Canada aie already 
groaning under a load of debt and ex¬ 
cessive taxation, but their present 
condition will not be a comparison to 
what will follow if Sir Chas. Tupper 
is returned to power* at the next elect¬ 
ion. The couutij’b credit would be 
pledged for all kinds of wild cat 
schemes, boodling would run riot, and 
Canada would receive a shock from 
which it would take her long years to 
recover. 

^ -In a recent speech Sir Chas. Tupper 
took occasion to say that our trade

POTATOES. 

Thu itusults of n Tlriiely Itullutln ou the 
Culture of the Till • . 

The United Slates Agricultural De¬ 
partment has JUHt bsued a bulletta on 
potato culture, which we eumtifarlze 
ay follows : 

First, a rich, sandy loam, well drain 
ed. and w’dl supplied with vegetable 
matter^lw th* best soil for potatoes. 
Btlffer skills rhould be jnade light with 
green manuring and under-draining or 
deep ploughing. If commercial fertlllz 
ers are used, those containing super¬ 
phosphates and a large amount of 
potash should be selected; potash best 
In the form of sulphate 

Second, Jn eutting potatoes for seed 
r< gard should be had to the size of the 
piece rather than to tin number of 
eyes. A single eye Is sulllcleht. If it 
has large backing. If seed Is near th< 
value of the expected crop, large pieces 
of three or four ounces are recom 
mended. Bmall potatoes, If used, 
should not be cut. 

'Iii.nl For n largo yield, planting 
should be in deep furrows or trenches, 
four or flv. inches deep and covered 
without ridging, deep planting for late 
potatoes hotter resists drought. Fot 
early yield, planting at three Inches 
wdth ridging, produces better rosults. 
but smaller crop. 

Ft urlh, Harrowing with a drag or 
overturned‘harrow, ns soon as the first 
sprouts apj*oar al>ovo ground, will de¬ 
stroy tho woods which have started 
mol s* 1st ibe growth of the potato 

Filth. Til. time for planting will 
dopond upon tho soil and climate, 
which tho selection of the best varie¬ 
ties. must depend upon the Judgment 
and expcrlene^Nqf j the farmer himself

POULTRY HOUSE. 

One That 1* Recommended by an Expert 
Poultry (irower. 

At a farmers' Institute meeting In 
Thorndale, Middlesex County, a short 
time ago, Mr.*J. E. Meyers, $. poultry 
expert, was asked what sort of a nen 
liou*' was best, to whioh he replied: 
"Shelter Is an Important consideration 
In locating a house. For 100 hens, It 
should be 15 by 40 feet, having a 8 -foot 
entry. This allows six square feet for 
each hen, which Is little enough to be 
profitable. This space should be di¬ 
vided into 8 comportment*, as about 
38 hens is all that should be in one 
flock. . Huild the house facing tue 
south; flve feet high on south side and 
six at north. One-third of the south 
aide should be glass, doubled In winter 
and shaded in summer. In building, 
put on an Inside and outside coat of 
tar paper and line the roof with heavy 
building paper to avoid sudden changes 
of inside temperature." 

Figs. I. and II. (re-engraved from 
“Low Cost Poultry Houses," by Dar- 
sowl represent a house 38x10 feet, 
eight feet high in front and six feet 
in the rear. 1-1 represents a platform 
over which the roosts are places. Over 
the platform, beneath whioh are the 
nests, nail kegs, with one side out, 
will answer, or whatever else is thought 
bfeter. The bone boxes are for bravel, 
bendes, oyster shells, etc. 

In building the house use either 2x4 or 
3x4 scantling for pobis, sills and frame¬ 
work. Hemlock inch lumber will an¬ 
swer for siding, and roof sheeting. 
The cracks should be bat toned with 1x3 
and the roof should be covered with 
standard roofing pap t, properly cleated 
and given two coats roofing paint.

necessary to line the house with com¬ 
mon lumber, covered with tarred paper 
fastened on with laths. The plat- 
lorn. should be about 2 1-2 feet high 
and 7 feet long. In front of platform 
make a door 1 foot high and 7 feet 
long, through which to get the eggs 
from nests. The top of platform should 
be on hinges, so as to be easily raised 
out of the way when it is necessary to 
clean behind it. No further explana¬ 
tion is necessary, as the llgures are 
self-explanatory. 

We would recommend that nil poul¬ 
try houses face the south and have 
copious yards attached. It Is well to 
plant one or two fruit trees In a poul¬ 
try yard, as they will furnish shade In 
summer and the insects which visit the 
trees wtyl be destroyed by the hens If 
they come within roach. The wilter 
has qcen plum trees in a poultry yard 
so heavily laden that It was mcosssary 
to prop very many of the large limbs 
to save them from breaking.—Farm¬ 
er's Advocate.

Of course, the exhibition was 
most useful to practical electricians, 
who find In these "fairy talas of sci¬ 
ence" aLnd “long results of time," help¬ 
ful suggestions and information In t he 
way of business. These gentlemen knowy 
all about kilowatt, ampheres, dyamos 
and Induction colls, which are “caviare 
to the general,’’ but whether the visi¬ 
tor was seeking scientific information 
or simply wishing to be amused and 
instructed, thfas wonderful collection of 
what would have been regarded 
miracles Hfeenty-flve yearB ago, can 
be relied upon to meet almost every 
possible wish in this direction. And 
still we are told that we are only in 
the\lnfancy of electrical discovery- 
having yet scarcely crossed the thresh- 
hold of the t marvelous temple that It 
will bp the prlviege of posterity to en¬ 
ter and inhabit.

Into their frames. If comb» thus fitted 
In are temporarily held in place in the 
frames, the bees, under whose care 
they should be placed at once, will 
fasten them securely in a few hours 
or days at moat. Fig. 1. shows the 
method of procedure. Towards the 
middle of a pleasant day. about the 
end of April or 1st o>f May, blow smoke 
Into the hive to be transferred, and 
after the bees have been given a few 
minutes to fill up with honey, Invert 
the hive and place over the open end 
the frame hive. By rapping continu¬ 
ously for some minutes on the hlva, 
the bees will be impelled to leave It 
and cluster in the upper box. The 
hive thus vacated may then be taken 
Into a closed room and one side pried 
off, to facilitate the removal of the 
combs. The box containing the bees 
Is to be placed meanwhile on the spot 
oVlglnally occupied by the box hive, 
th,* bees being allowed to gro In end 
out without restraint. only two pre- 


The Zcrofnph. 

The zero graph, an instrument In ap¬ 
pearance very much like an ordinary 
typewriter, is being used in England 
for transmitting or receiving telegraph 
messages. One' machine is employed at 
each end of the line. In sending & tele¬ 
graphic message no special training is 
required. The operator depresses in 
turn the keys of what appears to be an 
ordlnarg^typewrlter keyboard, with ths 
usual arrangement of the letters. The 
depression of & key closes the connec¬ 
tion of a local battery of from fife to 
ten small accumulators, which causes 
a current to flow, not only actuating 
the printing and Inking mechanism of 
the trasini(ting istrumesit. but also 
closing the line circuit, which, in its 
turn, conAletes the local circuit of 
the receiving Instrument. The two 
machines are thus simultaneously act¬ 
uated, and as the operator presse the 
key he not only prints th^ message on 
his own instrument, but makes an ex¬ 
act reproduction upon the receiving in¬ 
strument. As soon as the end of a lli\g 
Is reached the machine automatically 
moves the paper forward, and, releas¬ 
ing a spring, causes the paper roller 
to mov%along ready for the ttret letter 
to strike at the commencement of a 
new line. The machine Is thus perfect¬ 
ly automatic In its action, and may. 
safely be left to take care of itself at 
the receiving end. the message as re¬ 
ceived being printed on the roll of pa¬ 
per without any attention being re¬ 
quired. 


Tlie Efficiency of strain Turbines. 

The steam turbine is attracting the 
attention of engineers to a growing ex¬ 
tent, and reports come from abroad of 
really surprising results. At the Bor¬ 
deaux exhibition a 100 -hoursc power 
De Laval turbine Fan on 21 pounds of 
steam per hour per horse power on a 
seven hpur test, with 113 pounds initial 
pressure and 26 Inches of vacuum. Willi 
a load of 50 horse power the consump¬ 
tion per horse power Increased to only 
23.27 pounds. A satisfactory item as 
bearing upon the continued efficiency Is 
that after nine months of use the t* 
bine generated a horse power on 13.58 
pounds. At Troyes a tWo horsw power 
turbine, running with onlj^Tl pound* 
Initial developed a horse power bn the. 
same amount—19.58. When H is re¬ 
membered that these are tirake, not 
Indicated horse power, It will be rec¬ 
ognized that these perfuupance more

A lit 
tie cayenne popper mny be added for 
an occasional stimulation. 

Under I no circumstances should 
young.ch/< kens ever be fed.corn meal 
that has been mixed with cold water. 
If you have nothing but corn meal, 
raid it before feeding, or better still 
make a corn bread, season with a pinch 
of salt and cayenne and feed it crum¬ 
bled up. 

As soon a3 the young chicks can take 
whole grain, givo them whole wheat 
It’s the best chicken feed In th.- world 

It doesn’t pay to let the hen nnd her 
brood run at large, unless it is for a 
little time in the middle of the day 
over a limited range. Keep the hen 
reaped up, and above all things, keep 
the coop*clean. 

Don’t feed at one time more than the 
hen ami chicks will eat up clean. Feed 
Often and in small quantitl s should be 
the rule.—Farm News.

Spring Managciucnt. 

A beekeeper would be as Imprudent 
to have his forces too strongvtoo early, 
as would the farmer who would have 
his harvest hands on expense 

a weeks or two betore hl» "wheat was 
ready to reap. Perhaps not quite so 
bad. but it will do for an Illustration. 

If it Is remembered that a‘bee Is In 
the egg from about three days, In the 
larva form about six days, and in the 
chrysalis form about 12 days, making 
a period of 21 days from the egg to 
the* perfect bee, and that then from 
12 to 16 days after being hatched It 
goes to the field as a honey-gatherer, 
you c*m\ calculate when It will be 
necessa y to commence getting your 
force:’ re?tdy to gather the honey crop. 
It will be belter to have them strong 
n few days too soon than a few days 
too late for ver>"often the hjney crop 
that Is gathered Is collected In a very 
few days. Especially Is this true of 
white clover and basswood. 

At the beginning of the honey flow 
our hive* ought to be full and running 
over with bees and brood If we would 
reap tho best results. 

The queen, of her own choice. lays 
her eggs In a circle, or rather gk>l>e 
fashion: so If the brood nest Is to one 
side of the hive, move the frames with 
brood to the centre of the htVi| 
then tlx* brood nest will be spread alij** 
toward the outer edge of the hlye. 
By att- ndlng to these little things very 
much Pin be done toward Increasing 
your forces. By giving the queen a 
fair chance, If she Is a good one. you 
will -have no trouble to have a hive 
full of bees J,o gather the harvest. 

Should you have a very weak colony, 
with a go’>0 queen, It will help very 
much If you will put the queen and 
Ik ps on about three frames, to the cen¬ 
ter of, the hive, with division board* 
on each side, and If chaff division 
boards were used t would be all tho 
better, to r.etaln all the hetut possible 
In the hive, hefng sure, iff course, to 
hnv( honey In the frames. 

The entrance should he ringed to 
about a bee passage, both*to rc’aln 
heat and to guard against robbers. 
Enameled cloth should also be placed 
over the frames, os it will help 
retain hpat and th*r.diy osjlxt !•*» build¬ 
ing up the weak colony.—Oeo. Spltlej, 
In Ohio Farmer.
